5.   Beginning  Freshmen   (See  Table  8) 

At  Urbana  a  total  of  299  beginning  freshmen  were  admitted  directly  from  secondary  schools  in  contrast  to 
256  admitted  a  year  ago,  an  increase  of  43,  or  16.80  percent.  At  the  Chicago  Circle,  681  beginning  freshmen 
were  admitted  this  year,  an  increase  of  65,  or  10.55  percent,  from  616  admitted  a  year  ago.  Of  the  beginning 
freshmen  admitted  this  year  at  Urbana,  41.43  percent  were  from  the  highest  quarter  in  contrast  to  40.50  a 
year  ago.   This  year  70.71  percent  were  from  the  upper  half,  compared  to  78.52  percent  last  year.   At  the 
Chicago  Circle,  53.32  percent  came  from  the  highest  quarter  as  against  47.60  percent  a  year  ago  and  83.98 
percent  were  from  the  upper  half  as  compared  to  76.77  percent  last  year.
